AGRICULTURAL RfePORT. 

Frca tie 20tA Fetrmty to thi 20tA March, 1813. 

Tbe weather for several weeks past has been dry, and favourable fJjr the agricultural 
business of the season. In iriany of the dry, light soils, considerable progress has been 
nade in sowing oats ; and if no obstructing alteration takes place, we may expect to see 
the principal part uf the sprin^p labour accomplished, much earlier tban it heis been for 
several years bnck. 

The wheat crops in general look well ; and the oats that were'sown inamimm, or th^ 
begitmiiig of winter, have an encouraging appearance. 

The use of iron ploogiis seems to gain ground in the estitnation of the more intdligent 
fanners. The piechanic v/hu.iirst introduced thein exhibited one at last assizes, for the 
inspection of [he £;en:lemea of Armagh; and the grand jury g«ierDusly subscribed a 
sviHT of money as a rt'w.ird for bis ingenuity. 

Grain and proviaious keep pretty stationary for several weeks back, except fleA 
meat, which, fruai the unusual scarcity of fat cattle, is likely to be high |U> spring.

The depressed and disjointed state of our commerce is dearly evinced l»y t^e eager- 
ness, or railier ras!^^e^s, with which every fresh opening is embraced; A letter fron* 
Sir Home Pvpiiam raised a species of mania in the commercial world, which broke out 
in larj;cand unadvised speculations to South <\mertca, and eoyicd in loss to many, and 
ruin til «>me. hi the rage mice more to lind an El Dorado,, or a country of gold ia 
youth America, v;»si quantities of niauufactures vjiie hurried out to that country, with- 
out cor.sidering 'he limited means and want of inclination of the inhabitants to purchase. 
On the- suspension of the Orders in Council last year, improvident exportations took 
pi.ice to the U;nled States of North America, before it was known bow that measure, 
unaccompanied with the relinquishment of the impressment of their seamen, would be 
taien by that country. War ensued ; and many have to lament the effects of their 
iahi'.ess. On some firmer appearances of an open to the continent, the little rock of 
lici'^uluid was su i,>vei;;<:ockcd with Bdiiith msrckiadize, that bendes losing a market, 
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inaDT articles were destroyed for want of vife storage, and othen ; forced into the con* 
tinent, on some fallacious prospects, fell into the hands of Bonaparte's Douaniers, or 
custran-hoiise officers, and were committed to the 4ames. Now, uninstructed^bjr fornner 
dtkriv bought experience, but pressed by the difficulties of the times to try for a market 
ibr the contents of their everloaded ware-houses, they again rush out Iwstily and un- 
advisedly, it is feared, shipments for Hamburgh, wliile the issue of the spring's OS 
f ununer s campaign is still so doubtful. 

Little is doing in all articles connected with importations from the Baltic; and on 
the arrival of the fleet from that quarter, they may be expected to fall considerably; 
ia the mean time, the dealers only purchase to keep up their stocks. 

The trade with North America by neutral flags, apd an indirect intercourse throu^ 
Lisbon, appears likely to continue, so as to prevent American merchandize from rising 
to an exorbitant rate, although the prices may be expected to be considerably en> 
banced, from, the additional charges attendant on the circuitous mode of conveyance 
It is still doubtful whether flax-seed will be received in sufficient quantities, in time foe 
(Owing. Cotton may be expected to be in abundance ; that from North America will be 
likely to come higher, as it is to be subject to an additional duty of l^ per lb. if 
liirought in British vessels, and of 3d. if conveyed in neutrals. 

Manufactures of cotton still, in many instances, eontinue to supersMte the use of 
Hnen, although in the end, it is not cheaper, when the superior durabiUtyof the lin^ 
it taken into consideration. But in the general reduced 6nan«es of the people, and the 
difficulties they encounter to meet their domestic expenses, the present saving in pur- 
chasing an article which looks well for a time, though less useful from its deficiency in 
strength, becom^ an object with many. To this cause may be principally attributed 
the preference given to cotton manufactures over the linen, m those instances in which 
(trength is an object. 

Another instance of the decreased means to meet increased expenditure appears in the 
practice now become so- general, of requiring lawns to be made up for 'sale in half 
pieces ; and in some instances a demand for dividing the piece of linen into two is also 
coming into use. The Spaniards, owing to their depressed situation, have long requireil 
liuen to be made iip into pieces of s^en yards long, tp suit their limited means. A war 
of twenty years' continuance has reduced many in Great Britain and Ireland, who never 
thought of buying less than a piece, now in many instances, to ask for a hiilf piece, or 
even a smaller quantity; and assortments must be made to ansv^er this contracted 
scale, and suited to the increasing poverty of the timet : for though a few jnay draw 
bigb-prizes in the lottery of life, the community is becoming poorer. 

The fall in the premium on guineas may still be expected to be only temporary. The 
price of guineas and dollars chiefly depends on the course of foreign exchange, and the 
demand for them to- supply the expenses of war on the continent. ' If excbaqge should 
generally become favourable to Britain, there will be less inducement to export the 
guineas. But so long as a large British army remains on the continent, and if Sweden 
and Russia are to receive subsidies, the balance of remittances ibay be expected to be 
against England, and of course generally an unfavourable rate of exchangee A con- 
sequent demand for guineas, either illicitly for the purposes of trade, or .with the coo- 
nivanceof government to suit their own purposes, wiil be required to remedy the loss 
by an unfavourable exchange. Extensive exportations of. British maonfactures and co- 
lonial produce to the continent, if they in the course of events should continue to lie 
practicable, will in some measure counteract these causes, and produce a more favour- 
able rate of exchange. If the trade with America had continued open, and had not met 
with interruptions, first from the Orders in Council, and now from acinal war, the 
exchange on the continent would have been much more favourable' to Britain : for the 
amount of American exports to the continent of Europe generally passed through London, 
and Constituted a fund, not only for increasing the balance of remittances, aiid making 
the exchange in favour of London, but also greatly promoted the sales of British manu- 
factures, as most of this property in pasting through Engiaud was employed in pur- 
chasing manufactures to send out to America. Exchange on the cunti'iieot became 
un&vourable, and this highly beneficial trade was lust by the impolicy of the Orders 
ih Council prevsuting a free intercourse between .the Unued States, and the coutinent 
of £uro.pe.
